Bill Broadens Scope of Reserve

Washington, 
July 24. — America's 


military establishment is being prac- 
tically revolutionized under the terms 
of the new army reorganization bill 
which became effective July 1. Army 
officers say the work will not be 
completed for some months because 
of the broad scope of the measure 
passed at the last session of congress 
to place the land forces on a perma- 
nent peace basis. 


While the regular army will con-

University gowns are different In 


different Institutions, but All over the 
country and Indeed all over the Eng-

The ordinary bachelor's gown, the 


first that the college youth owns, Is 
of unadorned 
black 
with ported
